Section 1. CONTINUING APPROPRIATIONS —— FY 2020-2021.6

1. APPROPRIATIONS DETERMINED FROM FY 2019-2020 LINE ITEM7

AND LIMITED STANDING APPROPRIATIONS.8

a. For all line item appropriations, standing limited9

appropriations, and standing unlimited appropriations otherwise10

limited by law, including appropriations from federal and11

nonstate funds, the department of management, with the approval12

of the legislative council and in consultation with the13

legislative services agency, shall determine the amount of such14

line item appropriations, standing limited appropriations, and15

standing unlimited appropriations otherwise limited by law,16

including appropriations from federal and nonstate funds, made17

for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2019, and ending June 30,18

2020, by taking into consideration all of the following:19

(1) 2020 Iowa Acts, Senate Files 2144 and 2408, and other20

2020 Iowa Acts.21

(2) 2019 Iowa Acts.22

(3) All interdepartmental and intradepartmental transfers23

made pursuant to section 8.39 and other provisions of law.24

(4) Other provisions of law.25

b. The department of management, in consultation with the26

legislative services agency, shall also identify the entities27

to which such appropriations were made, or the entities’28

successors.29

c. The department of management, in consultation with the30

legislative services agency, shall disclose the determined31

amounts and identified entities to the chairpersons and ranking32

members of the senate and house of representatives standing33

committees on appropriations.34

2. CONTINUING APPROPRIATIONS. There is appropriated35
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from the appropriate state fund or account to the entities1

identified pursuant to subsection 1, for the fiscal year2

beginning July 1, 2020, and ending June 30, 2021, amounts, or3

so much thereof as is necessary, equal to the amounts of all4

line item appropriations, standing limited appropriations, and5

standing unlimited appropriations otherwise limited by law,6

including federal and nonstate funds, made for the fiscal year7

beginning July 1, 2019, and ending June 30, 2020, as determined8

pursuant to subsection 1, to be used for the same designated9

purposes.10

3. DUPLICATIVE STANDING APPROPRIATIONS SUPPLANTED. The11

amounts appropriated under subsection 2 shall supplant12

any duplicative standing appropriation for the fiscal year13

beginning July 1, 2020, and ending June 30, 2021.14

4. MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS APPLICABLE TO FY 2020–2021.15

Any powers, duties, limitations, or requirements, including16

reporting requirements, set forth in 2019 Iowa Acts, chapters17

85, 89, 131, 135, 136, 154, 155, and 163, for the fiscal18

year beginning July 1, 2019, and ending June 30, 2020, are19

applicable for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2020, and20

ending June 30, 2021.21

5. ALLOCATION AMOUNTS. For any line item appropriation,22

standing limited appropriation, or standing unlimited23

appropriation otherwise limited by law identified pursuant24

to subsection 1 which is subject to an allocation amount for25

the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2019, and ending June 30,26

2020, the amount appropriated under subsection 2 based on such27

appropriation shall be subject to the same allocation amount28

for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2020, and ending June 30,29

2021.30

6. NONREVERSION PROVISIONS. For any line item31

appropriation, standing limited appropriation, or standing32

unlimited appropriation otherwise limited by law identified33

pursuant to subsection 1 that is subject to a specified34

nonreversion provision, whether for a limited or unlimited35
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period, the amount appropriated under subsection 2 based on1

such appropriation shall be subject to the same specified2

nonreversion provision, and in the case of a specified3

nonreversion provision for a limited period, the period shall4

be considered to be one fiscal year longer than specified for5

the appropriation identified pursuant to subsection 1.6

7. FULL-TIME EQUIVALENT POSITIONS. The amounts7

appropriated under subsection 2 to an entity identified8

pursuant to subsection 1 may be used by the entity for a number9

of full-time equivalent positions for the fiscal year beginning10

July 1, 2020, and ending June 20, 2021, equal to the number of11

full-time equivalent positions authorized for the entity for12

the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2019, and ending June 30,13

2020.14

8. EXCLUSIONS. This section does not apply to any of the15

3. The state resource centers may expand the time-limited1

assessment and respite services during the fiscal year.2

4. If the department’s administration and the department3

of management concur with a finding by a state resource4

center’s superintendent that projected revenues can reasonably5

be expected to pay the salary and support costs for a new6

employee position, or that such costs for adding a particular7

number of new positions for the fiscal year would be less8

than the overtime costs if new positions would not be added,9

the superintendent may add the new position or positions. If10

the vacant positions available to a resource center do not11

include the position classification desired to be filled, the12

state resource center’s superintendent may reclassify any13

vacant position as necessary to fill the desired position. The14

superintendents of the state resource centers may, by mutual15

agreement, pool vacant positions and position classifications16

during the course of the fiscal year in order to assist one17

another in filling necessary positions.18
